T H E W ESTERN HOLOCAUST. 


M any H om os D estroyed an d Lives Lost 
by P ra irie F ire s. 


A t c h i s o n (Kan.), April 1 2 t h .—A special 
to the Champion say s: The reports con­ 
cerning the destruction of life and property 
caused by the great prairie ¡ire that swept 
over the eastern portion of Norton and 
Graham counties on Saturday last are yet 
meagre, but enough is known* to appal the 
stoutest hearts. The fire started near Xico- 
demus, in Graham county. 
The wind, 
which was blowing forty mites an hour, 
carried the flames over and through the dry 
grass at a frightful speed. 
The general 
destruction of property commenced near 
Roscoe, in Graham county. H ere the fire 
spread over the country for fully two and a 
halt miles in width, and as the wind car­ 
ried it north it was constantly spreading 
until it wa3 seven miles wide, where it 
crossed the north fork of Solomon river, 
three miles east of Dinsmore. A few houses 
were burned, and every stable with their 
stacks of hay and cribs of grain was 
burned, leaving hundreds of farmers al­ 
most destitute. 


IT IS A PITIFUL SIGHT 
To pass over the burned district and see 
the thousands of burned chickens, turkeys 
and hogs, with occasional horses and nu­ 
merous cattle. 
Alm ost every farmer lost 
from 50 to 500 bushels of corn, besides 
other grain.

F rench Aloráis 250 Y ears Ago. 
In an article entitled ‘‘A Great Poli­ 
tician,” in the April Cosmopolitan, Jam es 
Breek Perkins, the author of "F rance 
U nder Richelieu and Mazarin," says : 
Those who believe that times and morals 
grow worse, and that our sins are as our 
forefathers’ and m uch more abundant, 
would do well to study the social condition 
of past ages. The seventeenth century was 
not one of special im m orality in French 
history, but Retz wielded an extraordinary 
power, and filled his position as acting 
Archbishop oi the great diocese of Paris 
with success, though his life was one of 
avowed and unblushing profligacy. He 
had no religious belief; he gave his days to 
plotting and his nights to iutrigne; he 
went from tbe celebration of the mass to 
the house of h¡3 mistress, and he has left 
memoirs dedicated to some of his lady 
friends, in which his am atory exploits are 
described with the heart of a Don Juan and 
the pen of a Zola. 
Madame de Chevrcuse had a yonng 
daughter of great beauty, and she became 
the mistress of the future Archbishop. The 
m other approved the intrigue, even if she 
did not devise it, as a means of obtaining 
political power. The two acutest intellects 
among the Frondenrs were thus bound 
closely together. 
Rival beauties tried in 
vain to overthrow this influence. 
“ Tell 
the true reason why you will not leave 
Paris?” said a duchess*to the Archbishop 
“ Y'ou cannot leave your nym phs.” Then 
she continued that she could not see why 
he should amuse him self with an old 
woman who was more wicked than the 
devil, and a youug woman who was more 
foolish than the m other was bad. 
Retz tells us in his memoirs that Mile, 
de Cbevreuse was as foolish as she was 
beautiful, but her fortune was bound up in 
m any of the political combinations of the 
day. One great alliance against Mazarin 
waa to be cemented by her m arriage to a 
Prince of the house óf Conde; another 
leaeue was to be based on her marriage 
w ith a nephew of the Cardinal, and the 
chosen heir to his possessions, but political 
changes prevented one match and death 
anticipated the second before tbe frail 
beauty could become a bride.

House 
should remember. 
Holm es ar­ 
gued, that society in 
Ireland 
was in 
a state ot disorganization; 
that crime 
went undetected, and that the people 
seemed to sym pathize with crim inals, and 
thwarted aii attem pis to obtain evidence. 
In cases where the evidence was clearly 
against the prisoners, juries refused to con­ 
vict, so that the system of trial by ju ry had 
absolutely broken down in Ireland. It was 
absurd to say that crime in Ireland should 
go unpunished, rather than that such ef­ 
fectual means as the changing cf venue 
should he taken to secure the due adm inis­ 
tration of the law. Holm es hoped it would 
not be necessary, if the bill passed, to have 
frequent recourse to change of venue. [De­ 
risive Parnellite cheers.] 
CHILDERS ATTACKS THE BILL. 
Right Hon. H ugh I’. Childers said that 
although he supported the am endm ent to 
the bill, he adm itted that some of the bill’s 
provisions would not be objectionable if 
they’ were made part of the general law for 
both Ireland and England ; but those feat- 
nres of the proposed law which the Gov­ 
ernm ent especially intended to apply to 
Ireland were unw arranted, and would be 
found to evoke disorder, instead of remedy­ 
ing existing evils. W hy propose coercion 
when there was no increase of crim e 
shown in Ireland ? Before the last election 
at least ninety Conservative members of 
Patliam ent deiared against any farther co­ 
ercion. 
A DULL EVENING. 
London, April 12th.—There were not 
fifty members in tbe House of Commons 
to-night. The debate on the crimes bill 
will go on formally until Thursday, when 
the House will till up again. Gladstone 
will revive interestin Parliam ent by speak­ 
ing on Fnday. 
The Governm ent is anxious to reach the 
second reading of the crimes bill w ithout 
resorting to the cloture, and will not insist 
upon a division before the 22(1 instant. 
Speaker Peel has intim ated to Mr. Glad­ 
stone that if the head of the Governm ent 
demands the cloture after a reasonable 
period of debate he will always deem it his 
duty to acquiesce, and that this rule will 
apply to any Government bill. 


England Yields to Russian D em ands, 
St. P etersb u es, A m il 12lh.—A settle­ 
m ent of tbe Afghan question ha3 been 
effected by the Governments of Great 
Britain and Russia. 
By the term s of this 
settlem ent England assents to the Russian 
demand for that branch of the Oxus now 
held by the Afghans, in exchange for which 
concessions will be m ade of territory on the 
northwest frontier.

She refused to allow this to he done, 
and then the physicians tried to induce her 
to take a glass of brandy, which she like­ 
wise refused. They next’offered her a glass 
of wine, but the lady sim ply waved it 
away, saying that she would loe able to un­ 
dergo the opera.ion.

THE AFGHAN BOEDER. 


It is probable that the rumor of Rus­ 
sia’s anxiety and preparation to advance 
the Turkestan 
border southward upon 
Afghan territory is true. 
The scheme 
which was on foot something over a year 
ago, to seize a north section of the Ameer’s 
domain, was simply checked, not killed, 
by England’s promptness. 
That Russia 
means to possess herself of the Khoja 
Saleh district is beyond doubt, and that 
England will be bound to resist the ar- 
tempt with arms is equally certain. 
The' 
Boundary Commission, at its last session, 
in July, was practically dissolved, agree­ 
ing to disagree, since it was evident that 
the Russian 
representative would not 
make any concessions whatever in order 
to fix the line permanently. 
Khoja Saleh, 
the village which is the immediate subject 
of dispute, lies upon the Oxus, just north 
of the thirty-seventh parallel of latitude. 
The boundary line runs thence westward, 
with a southerly declension, until it crosses 
the Murghab at Ak Tepeh, just north of 
the thirty-sixth parallel (Merv being 100 
miles northerly, on the same river), and 
reaches the East Persian line at its inter­ 
section with the thirty-sixth degree of 
latitude. 
The question now is whether 
this line shall be recognized or the bound­ 
ary forced southward so as to put the 
Khoja Saleh district north of it, and thus 
give it over to the possession of Russia. It 
is a very small strip of country, but the 
prestige of its possession w ill mean much 
to Russia in her determination to pene­ 
trate Afghanistan to Herat. 
In 1879 the 
Czar sent out an expedition ostensibly to 
punish the Tekke-Turcomans, hut in fact 
to take Merv, from which base he could 
menace Herat. 
But not until 1880 did lie 
succeed, by the skill of Skobeliff. 
Then 
followed the bnildiug of the Russian rail­ 
way from the Caspian towards Merv, the 
Boundary Commission, the trouble about 
the triangular bit of territory betweeu the 
Oxus and Murghab, the advance of Cos­ 
sack forces upon the Afghan border, the 
alarm of England and her hurried dis­ 
patch of troops from India toward Kanda­ 
har, and the pushing of the railway norcli 
to that point, in support o f the Ameer, 
the renewal of the Boundary Commission 
work and quietude until the present time, 
when Russia makes a claim lor further ad­ 
vance of the Afghan border southward. 
The situation is a serious one, and it need 
create no surprise if it develops into a 
belligerency that may bring on a war upon 
the Ameer’s soil.

meaning beyond their mere words. 
It is 
also to be said, the typographers, by this 
expression, have testified to their intelli­ 
gent estimate of the absolute need that the 
press should remain untrammeled. 
In the 
freedom of the press the laboring classes 
have a bulwark of defense, for publicity 
given by the newspapers in this day is the 
mightiest aid truth and progress can re­ 
ceive, and is the most uncompromising 
enemy, when all things are taken into ac­ 
count, that wrong, invasion of hnman 
rights and retrogression have. 
As the Al­ 


bany Journal says : 
Newspapers are bound to furnish the news of 
the day, and If the news shqws that men are 
bad or’misguided in their relations to the com­ 
mon good, the fault lies not in the typographical 
camera that photographs thiDgs as they are, 
but in men themselves. So long as lahor organ­ 
izations struggle for legitimate ends under wise 
leadership i hey have no stancher friends than 
the newspapers of the country. They have no 
more determined enemies when they choose 
demagogues lor leaders and seek to deprive the 
individual of the rights which American citi­ 
zenship bestows upon him. 


The New York Typographical Union 
has passed resolutions on the subject of 
lioycotting newspapers, in which it de­ 
clares with gravity that it “ deprecates 
any attempt to muzzle the press.” 
And 
the Union added that “ any or all papers 
have a right to express their honest opin­ 
ions on all matters concerning the public 
welfare.” 
For this expression in its fovor 
we presume the press should be duly 
thankful; yet the Union has not enun­ 
ciated any new truth, and it is doubtful if 
it should be accorded credit for simply de­ 
claring that it is in favor of that which 
the Constitution 
and laws 
guarantee. 
Men are always to be applauded for resist­ 
ing evil influences, however, and to that 
extent let the “ U nion” have praise, if 
•any influence has been brought to bear 
upon it to involve it in attempts to muzzle 
the press. 
When it declares that the 
press is free, it simpiv says that it is aware 
of the law of the land; hut the Union’s 
declaration, since it represents to a certain 
extent labor influences, is valuable as a 
rebuke to such of the workingmen’s organ­ 
izations as have been led into the folly of 
attempting to gag the press of the country. 
Such efibrts have not been numerous or 
largely representative, but that they ex­ 
cite a body of har 1-working and intelli­ 
gent men to protest, is something. Viewed

shame. 
The red flag is something more 
than 
a 
society emblem. 
W hen the 
Anarchist candidate for Mayor in the late 
campaign said the red flag floated on the 
streets by Anarchists meant no more and 
did no more harm than the flag Sunday- 
school children carry in procession, he 
simply falsified. 
The red flag carried by 
Anarchists is a menace to order and an 
invitation to lawlessness. 
But liow can 
the local Legislature of Chicago legislate 
against its display ? 
Any Act forbidding 
it in the streets would violate the privi­ 
leges of personal liberty, and trench upon 
inalienable rights of the people. 
The 
Board that to-day legislates against the 
flag of the Anarchist may, by change of 
political complexion, to-morrow legislate 
against that of the Sunday-school chil­ 
dren or of any other civic society. 
The 
thing to do is to give the Anarchists all 
their rights, to lim it none of their liber­ 
ties, to hold the criminal laws as they are 
to be sufficient for them, and to punish 
them to the extreme of the law when 
they violate them. 
It will not do by 
special ordinances to maks^iartyrs of this 
new banditti. When the time comes—and 
it is well nigh at hand— the nation must 
close its doors to these barbarians, and 
provide for such as are within in a man­ 
ner to insure that they neither preach re­ 
bellion nor terrorize the people. 


A p o l i t i c a l party does not commit suicide by 
having a cancer extracted.—Providence Journal

But just as surely as the real friends of 
the party perceive an ulcer upon it, take 
steps for its removal, and courageously 
criticise the party within the party, and 
advocate reform within the ranks, there is 
heard from the time-serving section and 
the machine brigade a hot protest of rage, 
in which those who would do most for the 
party are denounced as chief among its 
foes. 
There are party men in number, 
indeed, who proceed upon the policy that 
under no circumstances must anything 
whatever be said against the party by 
those enrolled under its banners.

Ca r d in a l G ibbo ns in his recent address 
to the students at Rome, spoke of “ the 
American people” as “composedof various 
nationalities.” For this the Chicago Times 
takes him to task, and rightly. 
It was an 
inaccurate expression on the part of the 
Cardinal. 
The “ American people” are of 
American nationality. 
It is an order of 
society composite in character, a mingling 
of races and the evolution of a distinct civil­ 
ization in following generations. So there is 
in the “ American people” but one nation­ 
ality, the component parts of the American 
whole sprang from different nalionalties, 
but the American people cannot as a peo­ 
ple he other than American in nationality. 
This is probably what the Cardinal meant; 
it was indvertence on his part to confound 
race and nationality. But when the Times 
goes to the extent of imputing to the ex­ 
pression an offense to Americans, it is un­ 
warranted b y the words used or the con­ 
text. 


A n d now it is the wool-raisers and dealers 
who begin to feel the harshness of the 
interstate 
commerce 
law. 
The wool- 
handlers of San Francisco have met and 
petitioned the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission to relieve them from the operation 
of “ Section 4.” 
Yet if the theory of the 
San Francisco Chronicle is sound, these 
men ought to rejoice that wool cannot 
move out of the country, because the in­ 
hibition should drive it into enlarged 
home manufacturing. 
But, in fact, capital 
will not embark in enterprises dependent 
upon the suspension or enforcement of a 
law according to the judgment of a Com­ 
mission. 
It may decide that wool ought 
to move at a low through rate; if so, where 
would manufacturers tie landed who had 
put new capital into woolen mills? 


T h e city of San Jose by the consent of 
the Attorney-General has brought suit 
against the owners of the property known 
as “ Chinatown” in that city. 
The com­ 
plaint is that the “ quarter” is a public 
nuisance, and that the collection of shan­ 
ties and sheds, the habits of the occupants, 
the houses of gambling and prostitution, 
the deposits of filth, the pollution of the 
soil by offensive pits, the maintenance of 
slangliter-pens, etc., make the whole quar­ 
ter offensive to t\je public, dangerous to the 
public health and injurious to the com­ 
munity generally. 
The trial and decision 
of the case will he looked for with a great 
deal of interest, for upon its outcome may 
depend like action by other towns and 
cities. 
It wonld seem that local health 
ordinances ought to be sufficient to seenre 
the abatement of such nuisances as most 
Chinese quarters in American cities are. 


I t is very gratifying to Dote that the 
spirit of progression and enterprise has 
laid hold upon nearly all the Central and 
Northern California counties, and that 
systematic and orderly-arranged schemes 
for bringing these sections to such atten­ 
tion of the world as their merits demand, 
have been set on foot. 
Placer, Butte,

R a ilro ad News. 
T he Sr.n Francisco Call of yesterday con­ 
tained the following item s of railroad 
n ew s: 
The Southern Pacific have already taken 
steps to prepare a petition to the Inter­ 
state Commission, praying for the suspen­ 
sion of the long and sh irt haul clauses of 
the bill in their case. 
Upon what ground 
the suspension will be asked has not been 
disclosed, hut will be presum ably th ato f 
water competition. Cried Hayniond, who 
was engaged in preparing the petition, has 
been ill since Friday, and in his absence 
very little has been done on the docu­ 
m ent. 
A t a m eeting of the Board of Directors 
of the Southern Pacific system, held yes­ 
terday at Fourth and Townsend streets. 
Senator Fair being in attendance, the final 
details for the transfer of the South Pacific 
CoasTroad were concluded. 
The price, it 
is stated, is $0,680,000, the six million being 
for th e road, rolling stock, w aterfront, etc., 
the rest of the money being for the eable- 
roads and Oakland property of the Sena­ 
tor. 
It is stated to be the intention of the 
Southern Pacific to commence the con­ 
struction of the Santa Rosa and Carquinez 
Railroad w ithout delay. 
On Friday next the committee appointed 
by the President to exam ine the California 
and Oregon Railroad set out in company 
with Colonel C. F. Crocker to inspect the 
line. They will proceed by rail as far as 
the K lam ath river, und will then examine 
the route as outlined to the State line. 
It 
is the province of the committee to collect 
statistics in reference to the cost of the 
road, character oi equipments, strength of 
bridges, etc . the inspecting tour being a 
formality invariably gone through with all 
land-graut roads. 
It was customary once, 
when the road was built, to issue a patent 
perm itting the railroad to dispose of the 
grant, but the present A dm inistration has 
issued no stich patent, so it is at present 
uncertain how the grant will be made 
available.

In te rf-stin g 
to 
Im m igrants. — C. 
H. 
Street, Secretary of the Stale Im m igration 
Association, returned on Saturday from a 
visit to Shasta and Tcliama counties. H e 
reports that he traveled through the south­ 
west portion of Shasta and the northwest 
portion of Tehama, and exam ined a large 
am ount of land suitable for settlement. 
He found it roiling hill land, well timbered, 
good soil, rain abundant, and adapted to 
general farming, fruit, grain or stock. The 
new settlers wlio have been sent there by 
the Association during the last three years 
were found to be doing well and to be en­ 
tirely satisfied with their location. There 
are some 8,000 of these settlers in all. They 
are putting out a good m any fruit trees. 
There were not a few orange trees hpre and 
there, and all appeared to do well. At 
lago, Mr. Street saw two orange trees 14 
years old, which bore last year about 1,000 
oranges each. The fruit trees are now 
loaded with blossoms. There is no snow 
and no frost of any account. The rainfall 
is never less than 20 inches for the season, 
and the average rainfall is more than 30 
inches.—S. F. Chronicle. 


W ild P igeons in t h e F o o th ills .—The 
sportsmen of Grass Valley, instead of 
shooting at tam e pigeons from traps, con­ 
gregate under the wild pigeon roosts near 
town, and blaze away as the birds return 
from the fecding-grounds to their nocturnal 
quarters. Several matches that have taken 
place recently afforded the shooters much 
sport. Teams of six m en to a side are 
chosen, and each team selects a certain line 
of flying birds. The shooting at incoming 
pigeons is generally kept up tor an hour of 
so, until darkness* sets in. On the return 
hom e the birds are counted, and the side or 
team scoring the most kills wins the honor 
of the day and a supper. The sportsmen 
of the m ountain town say that wild pigeon 
shooting discounts trap shooting. 
The 
birds are harder to kill, and, as they come 
in to roost w ith rapid flight, they afford 
the shooters m any critical shots, aud gen­ 
erally the misses outnum ber the kills. 
W agner and Stone are ranked as the lead­ 
ing pigeon-shots of Grass Valley. 


O ne M o re A c t to A ccom plish.—Chi­ 
cago has one more act to accomplish in 
order to kill Socialism and Anarchy in its 
midst, and that is to hang 4he seven A n­ 
archists who m urdered 
the policemen 
sometime since in the streets of that city.

It M ig h t H a v e B e e n E x p e cte d . 
The result of the game between the Alta 
and the Grecnhood <fc M oran Baseball 
Clubs at San Francisco last Sunday m ight 
have been anticipated if it was known 
beforehand 
that 
Lovett, 
the 
new 
pitcher, 
would 
occupy the 
box 
for 
the 
Altas during 
the 
entire game— 
anticipated to the extent, at least, that the 
Oakland club would win, though it would 
not have been expected th at the nine, 
though notably poor at the bat, would fall 
down to the extent of not m aking a run ; 
that was som ething the pitcher had only a 
one-ninth interest in. It was well known 
that Lovett had not played ball since last 
fall, and since his arrival in Sacramento he 
had very little practice, w ith his catcher or 
other members of the club, as he was here 
but one week, and on Friday and Saturday 
the rain prevented his having any work. To 
expect a man, though he might he the best 
box m an in the world, to pitch throughout 
a cam e againBt such a nine as that opposed 
to the Altas on Sunday, or any other nine 
of the League, was asking far too much. 
H e should not have been put in the box at 
all, or at most for not more than one or 
two innings. It is understood that he does 
not claim to be a wonderful pitcher, but 
m erely a pre.ty good one, able to do his 
share toward winning if well supported. 
H e was not well supported on Sunday, he 
was a stranger, on strange grounds, playing 
before an im m ense assemblage, and, accord­ 
ing to the unanim ous verdict of the San 
Francisco press, against the um pire as well 
as the Greenbood & Morans. It is to his 
credit that he did no “ kicking,” but per­ 
formed his work as best he could, and if 
toward the close of the game he was too 
weak to prevent the Greenhoods from bat­ 
ting him all over the field, it was not his 
fault.

M ortality R e p o rt for M arch—P re v ailin g 
Disease*. 
Dr. Gerrard G. Tyrrell, Perm anent Sec­ 
retary of the State Board of H ealth, re­ 
ports as follows for the m onth of M arch: 


The m ortality report for the m onth of 
March, reported from seventy-five towns 
and cities containing an estimated popula­ 
tion of 609,600, was 889, or at the rate of 
1.3 per thousand, which indicates an ab­ 
sence of any general epidemic disease, snd 
a very low death rate. The meteorological 
conditions for March were not favorable to 
those suffering from diseases of the respir­ 
atory organs. 
. 
Small pox, although still threatening the 
southern portion of our State, has not us yet 
assumed a positively epidemic form, 
lh e 
other zymotic diseases prevailing sire noted 
for their generally benign type and lim ited 
extension. 
Iliarrh aa and dysentery have been noted 
as occurring w ith frequency in Fresno, 
Cottonwood, Napa, Castroville and Ander-

Measles prevail in Santa Cruz, Los Gatos, 
Mohave, Los Angeles, Downey, Colton, 
San Diego, Fresno, Hanford, Anaheim, 
Redwood City, Davisville and Anderson.

compelling the exhibition of a distinctive 
flag to m ark infected houses. 
This is a 
move in the right diiection, and if all the 
Boards of H ealth would follow this exam ­ 
ple, and warn people by a flag of the pres­ 
ence of this dangerous disease, it would be 
the means of saving m any lives and lim it­ 
ing the diffusion of the diphtheritic poison. 
W hooping cough is quite prevalent in 
San Francisco, Stockton, Vallejo, Anaheim, 
W heatland, 
Davis, 
Dixon, 
Martinez, 
W illiams, Merced and Sacramento. 
Erysipelas is noticed in sporadic form in 
Salinas, St. Helena, Fresno, Bakersfield, 
Amador. Sancelito, Igo, Biggs, Anderson, 
Cloverdale, Chico, Oakland and San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Typhoid fever is noticed as being ob­ 
served in a few instances in Merced, Santa 
Cruz, Anaheim , Downieville and Amador 
City. 
None other of the reports mention 
the disorder, showing the very remarkable 
freedom that exists ’ throughout the State 
from (his commonly endemic disease. 
Pneum onia is mentioned as prevailing to 
a greater or less extent in m any places, es­ 
pecially in Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
Sacramento, Oakland, Stockton, W heat­ 
land, Davis, Colfax, Cloverdale, Redwood, 
Lincoln, Biggs, Chico and Visaiia. 
Bronchitis, although prevailing exten­ 
sively, is not of a severe type. 
Influenza is very general", but the type is 
mild and not attended by any fatality. 
Small-pox, we regret to say, has not yet 
been “ stam ped o u t” of the State. It pre­ 
vails ttt a considerable extent in Los A n­ 
geles. 
D urinu the m onth some 56 cases, 
us nearly as% in be ascertained, occurred 
there, with nine deaths. There is no doubt 
new cases will develop from day to day, in­ 
fected by those who, in their endeavor to 
conceal "the disorder, scatter it broadcast. 
The thorough vaccination which has been 
attempted in Los Angeles will, it is hoped, 
keep the disease from becoming epidemic. 
In Downey some tw enty cases, according 
to the report of Dr. Brown, occurred ; there 
were no deaths, as the disease was in the 
m ild form. The small-pox also* appeared 
in Lugos settlement, in Pasadena, Vernon 
district, Ravenna, Bellona. and other places 
in Los Angeles county. It also appeared 
in Ontario, San Bernardino county, and in 
San Diego. 
All these cases were imported 
from Los Angeles. 
The State Board of 
Health have taken every precaution possi­ 
ble to prevent the spread of the disease. 
Northward, it has placed Medical Inspect­ 
ors at San Diego, San Pedro, Mojave, Col­ 
ton, Barstow, and Indio, to board all trains 
and exam ine all passengers leaving Los 
Angeles or coming over the borders of tbe 
State. 
It has also requested the Federal 
Government to place Medical Inspectors on 
the Mexican frontier. The Board is happy 
to announce that Surgeon-General H am il­ 
ton has acceded to its request and placed 
Inspectors at Yuma, Nogales, Benson, and 
Albuquerque, with orders to inspect all 
passengers and baggage crossing the fron­ 
tier. These precautions will be in vain if 
our people do not attend to the only pre­ 
ventive measure which is thoroughly relia­ 
ble, and that is vaccination. 
We are now 
in the face of im m inent danger, and if 
vaccination is not thoroughly performed 
throughout the State, we know not where 
the disease may be conveyed and devel­ 
oped. 
Three cases have been imported 
from China into San Francisco. The au­ 
thorities there, ever vigilant, bad them at 
once placed in the Small-pox Hospital, and 
no damage from them is apprehended. 
However, we reiterate the necessity of gen­ 
eral vaccination, for in it, and it alone, is 
there positive safety.

Ram eses II.—Major Bagnold and a party 
of the Royal Engineers began the lifting 
up of the great statue of Rameses II., 
which has lain for centuries on its face in 
the deep ditch that its own weight has 
tended to m ake for it among the palms of 
M itrabine, the modern titn of thp old 
Memphis. The vast colossus of the King 
is of fine-grained limestone, about 38 feet 
high. The monolith looks a3 it it had 
been built into a propylon or gate wall, 
and then sculptured in situ. 
It was dis­ 
covered by Caviglia and Salt in 1820. It lies 
face downward, alm ost due east and west, 
with head toward Sakkara. 
It was erected 
by the King as a thank-offering for escape 
from a treacherous death by burning at 
Pelusium. 
In Strabo’s time it stood alone 
in the interior conrt of the great Temple of 
Ptah at Memphis, the said court at that 
time being used for bull fights. The head 
wears tbe “pshent” with the U raeussnake. 
An artificial beard is attached to the chin. 
On the breast is a pouch, prototype of those 
worn by Jewish priests. 
In the center is 
the King's name, "O od of thcSun, mighty 
in truth, approved by the Sun.” The in­ 
terest of the fallen Rameses, now so soon 
to b e raised to his feet, is this—that his 
features, which have never fairly been seen 
full face, will now be visible, and wc .‘■hall 
be able to compare them with the features 
o( the m um m y unwrapped and visible in 
the Bulak M useum. The face, as seen 
partially, is slronglv Semitic.— Tut Acad­ 
emy.
